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Crime Is Up 2.5% in Greenbelt

Crime in Greenbelt increased 
by 2.5% in 1998 according to the 
records of the Greenbelt Police 
Department. The increase of 46 
offenses recorded is less than the 
11.5% increase in crimes that oc- 
curred in 1997, a year that re- 
versed a two-year downward 
trend in crime for 1995 and 
1996. In total, the number of 
crimes reported set a new record 
high for the city. 

The statistical data relates to a 
group of more serious offenses, 
referred to as Class I offenses, 
which are accounted for uni- 
formly by police jurisdictions 
throughout the country. These 
offenses include the crimes 
against persons of murder, rape, 
robbery and assaults. Also in- 


cluded are the crimes against 
property of burglary and breaking 
and entering, theft of property 
(other than auto) and auto theft. 
The numbers include attempted 
crimes as well, except in‘the case 
of murder. 

One crime category, theft of 
auto, with 49 additional offenses 
reported in 1998, more than ac- 
counts for the total increase in all 
offenses. However, drops in 
other crimes against property 
somewhat offset that increase, re- 
sulting in an increase of 30 
crimes (or 2%) in crimes against 
property in 1998, 

Crimes against persons in- 
creased by 4.8%. The number of 
murders remained the same as for 
1998, two. Reported rapes in- 
creased from 11 to 15. This in- 
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crease could reflect a greater will- 
ingness on the part of victims to 
report the crime. (In general, 
most rape victims know the per- 
son who committed the offense.) 
Robberies increased by three, 
from 64 to 67. The greatest in- 
crease in number of bodily crimes 
committed, nine, occurred in the 
category of assaults. They num- 
bered 267 in 1998. Police Chief 
James Craze notes that a year 
ago, the department had to 
modify the way in which assault 
crimes were reported. He felt 
that change in accounting proce- 
dures caused the significant jump 
in number of crimes reported in 
1997, 
Other Statistics 

The number of arrests police 
made dropped by 7.5% for adults 
and 15% for juveniles. Both fig- 
ures, however, remain above the 
numbers that occurred in 1994, 
1995, or 1996. Chief Craze re- 
ports a high level of clearance 
(46%) for cases investigated, well 
above that for the state as a 
whole or Prince George’s County. 

Traffic summonses issued also 
dropped by 28% to the lowest 
number of summonses issued 
since 1995, 2,584. The number 
of parking tickets issued dropped 


_ by an even greater 29%, and to 


well below the numbers issued in 
the past four years. At 1,882, the 
number of citations were 1,384 

fewer than in 1995, 
Although traffic accidents in- 
creased by over 5%, 1998 was

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A Good Vote, but... 
The Silent Majority 


The 17.5% turnout in registered voters for the March 9 refer- 
endum, inspite of a snowstorm, compared favorably to the 21.5% 
turnout at the last city council election, an election held under 
much more favorable weather circumstances and having greater 


voter interest. 


It was evident that many voters turned out early 


this time to make their opinions known before the snow storm 
reached its peak. We congratulate all those who took the trouble 
to vote and also thank those who worked to get voters to the 


polls. 


That being said, we must also note that those who voted were 
a small minority of the city’s registered voters. The vast major- 
ity, over 80%, remained silent. Some, of course, did not vote be- 


cause of the weather. 


But even if it had been sunny and warm, 


most of this silent majority probably would not have bothered to 
vote. They haven’t voted at other city elections. 

Why? Is it because they did not care about the issue? Or do 
not care about the city? Was it because they did not feel their 
vote would count for anything? Are they turned off about city 
government? Or were they just lazy? 3 

We don’t know. We don’t think anyone else does either. We 
only know that they are the vast majority of our residents, and 
that when political decisions are made, it is still necessary to try 
to determine how they feel, even if they don’t speak up. Although 
some people may think a single vote doesn’t matter, in a munici- 
pality such as Greenbelt, small groups of citizens often can make 
a big difference. We remember when the residents of Springhill 
Lake, an area that seldom casts many votes in city elections (only 
33 this time), got upset on an issue and turned out in sufficient 
numbers to change the political balance in the city. 


Use Proper Names 


In the March 11 issue of the 
Greenbelt News Review, Robert 
Lewis writes, “Although its of- 
ficial name is “Buddy” Attick 
Park, we sometimes call it the 
Greenbelt Park, which is main- 
tained by the National Park 
Service.” Lewis then goes on 
to suggest that the name of 
Greenbelt Park be changed to 
become Eleanor Roosevelt Na- 
tional Park to stop the confu- 
sion. 

First, when referring to ei- 
ther park, their given names 
should always be used.. When- 
ever people, Lewis included, 
call “Buddy” Attick Park the 
Greenbelt Park, they are the 
ones causing the confusion, if 
indeed confusion exists. Sec- 
ond, anyone who does not cor- 
rect others who refer to either 
park incorrectly by name lends 
credence to the misnomer. 
Third, when people fail to use 
the name “Buddy” Attick when 
referring to this park they foster 
and perpetuate a disservice to 
the man for whom the park is 
named. 

I knew Buddy Attick; I did 
not know Eleanor Roosevelt. 
“Buddy” Attick was entrenched 
in the ideals and the lifeblood 
of Greenbelt in a far greater 
way than was Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Yes, Mrs. Roosevelt came to 
Greenbelt on occasion..,Buddy 
lived here and worked here. 
Yes, Mrs. Roosevelt was inter- 
ested in Greenbelt to the degree 
that it served her and her 
husband’s political interests. 
Buddy Attick was not in a. po- 
litical arena. Don’t misunder- 
stand. Mrs. Roosevelt was a 
great woman, but no more so 


than Buddy Attick a great man. . 


A man who lived in and who 
served the citizens of Greenbelt 
for many years, day in and day 
out. Not just a casual visitor. 

Is it too much to ask that we 
continue to respect this man, to 
keep his memory alive and in a 
place of honor in Greenbelt? 
To allow people, as a matter of 
convenience, to nonchalantly 
skip over his name when refer- 
ring to “Buddy” Attick Park as 
Greenbelt Park is a degrading 
and insensitive act. Then to 
suggest that the Greenbelt Park 
have a name change because of 
confusion between the two 
parks is unconscionable. 
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Although different and dis- 
tinct, both parks have one com- 
mon thread, proper names. If 
people would only take time to 
remember to use them there 
would be no room for confu- 
sion, real or perceived.

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Support Police 
Funding 


This letter is to help clear up 
the facts and misunderstandings 
regarding the manpower of the 
Greenbelt Police Department, 
Two letters have been written in 
past issues of the News Review 
regarding the shortage of police 
officers. In one letter Mat 
Amberg pointed out that there is 
a need to hire more police offic- 
ers. Amberg is correct. 

The Police Department has 
three divisions: the Administra- 
tive Division, Special Operations 
Division and the Patrol Division. 
The division that affects the citi- 
zens and merchants the most is 
Patrol. It is the officers who 
work in patrol who respond when 
you call. These are the officers 
that the citizens depend on the 
most. Unfortunately, there is a 
severe shortage of officers. 

The Patrol Division is made 
up of 24 officers currently on 
duty, each assigned to a squad. 
There are four squads with six 
officers on a squad. This is the 
same manpower allocation as in 
1985. Due to the manpower 
shortage, officers from other units 
such as Street Crimes, Traffic, 
and Bike have been assigned to 
the squads. A squad works an 
8.5 hour shift and it is not un- 
usual for only four officers to be 
working during that shift. This is 
due to training, vacations, sick 
leave, stress, injury, and ongoing 
internal investigations. Therefore, 
when a major call comes in, such 
as an armed robbery, a personal 


injury accident, or any other call. 
that can tie up an officer for 


many hours, there is no one on 
patrol. This all boils down to 
one major concern and that is 
safety. Safety for the citizens 
and for the officers. 

Every year the calls for police 
service increase. In 1994 the 
number of calls for service was 
14,966. In 1996 it rose to 21,594 
and last year, in 1998, the calls 
for police service increased to 
26,717. The city averages ap- 
proximately two murders a year. 
Rape has increased from 11 in 
1997 to 15 in 1998. Robberies, 
assaults and vehicle thefts are 
other crimes that have increased. 
Yet the number of officers who 
work the streets and respond to 
these calls have remained the 
same since 1985. 

This is not fair to you, the 
citizens. You pay taxes and ex- 
pect the best police service avail- 
able. The business owners expect 
that when we are needed, we will 
respond in the quickest time pos- 
sible. However, with a shortage 


of officers that response time can — 


become difficult. In addition, the 
shortage causes an already over- 
burdened officer more stress and 
results in poor work performance. 
This can cause safety concerns 
for citizens and officers. 

So what can be done? As the 
City Council weighs its needs for 
the upcoming budget, let us 
spend money where we will all 
Returns such as 
more officers, and more marked 
patrol cars on the streets. Re- 
turns such as having enough of- 
ficers to respond quickly to a 
major crime, thereby increasing 
the potential to apprehend the 
criminal and protect the citizens. 

One way to attract and retain 
officers is through pay and ben- 
efits. Currently the starting pay 
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for officers in Greenbelt is ap- 
proximately $4,000 - $6,000 less 
than the surrounding agencies. 
In addition, most police agencies 
have a 20-year retirement at 45% 
or above of the officer’s pay. 
Compare that to this department, 
with a 25-year retirement at less 
than 33% of the officer’s pay. 
So why would officers want to 
stay here if they can go to an- 
other agency with better pay and 
benefits? 

There are several items the 
Greenbelt Fraternal Order of 
Police will be asking from the 
City Council this year. The 
Greenbelt F.O.P. represents the 
officers of the Greenbelt City 
Police Department and is try- 
ing to improve the pay and 
benefits in order to attract po- 
tential officers, retain current 
officers, and stay competitive 
with other agencies. We en- 
courage you to voice your 
opinions to the City Council 
Write to them, call them, and/ 
or attend the worksession. Mat 
Amberg is right, we need more 
officers for your safety and 
ours. Thank you.

Dragun, Grab that Donut 


by Nelda Young 

Raider’s Dragun II, built by 
Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School’s Production Systems II 
class, successfully competed 
with 60 other teams in the 
1999 FIRST Robotics Competi- 
tion in Philadelphia, PA, on 
March |1 - 13. Dragun II is a 
radio-controlled, battery-oper- 
ated aluminum robot that stands 
48" tall, 30" wide, 36" long, 
and weighs 129 pounds. 

The challenge requires two 
pairs of robots to race to pick 
up a maximum of ten floppies, 
satin 28" donuts trimmed in 
velcro, and put them into their 
own carrying basket. Extra 
points are given for having the 
basket and floppies eight feet 
off the floor when time is 
called. There is more; the ro- 
bot earns more points if it is on 
top of an eight-sided rolling 
stool puck at the end of the 
playing period. And if all goes 
really well, the robot is re- 
warded with still more points 
by ending the two-minute game 
on the puck in the opposition’s 


territory. 

The Raiders won four of six 
qualifying rounds at the re- 
gional practice session. Since 
then Dragun II received minor 
repairs in the two days allotted 
between competitions. It was 
later shipped to Epcot Center in 
Orlando, FL, where 22 ERHS 
students will participate in the 
national competition April 21 - 
23. Thirteen thousand competi- 
tors are expected to attend this 
year. 

Junior and senior students in 
Doug Pruett’s Production Sys- 
tems II class at ERHS worked 
six weeks to build Dragun II. 
To meet the shipping deadline, 
25 dedicated aspiring engineers 
worked more than 100 hours 
each. 

ERHS’ team is assisted by a 
grant from NASA and spon- 
sored by Southern Management, 
ProObject, the Clark Construc- 
tion Group Inc., and Robotics 
International. Technical help 
was provided by Mike Gager, 
an ERHS alumnus, currently a 
Catholic University of America 
freshman, and Mike Wade, a 
Goddard aerospace technician. 

If Dragun II gets back from 
Florida in time, the robot will be 
on display at NASA’s open house 
in Greenbelt this spring. More

In Overdrive 

Who would know Schaffer 
better than those who work with 
her like Greg Varda, Recreation 
coordinator. “We do a lot of 
everything,” he says, describing 
the daily upkeep of class activi- 
ties, special events and meet- 
ings for which he and Schaffer 
are responsible. “She’s orga- 
nized and does things right 
away,” says Varda, unlike his 
own procrastination. “We meet 
right in the middle,” he adds. 

While others may find that 
Schaffer brings a sense of bal- 
ance to things, she does not 
hesitate to admit that she is “in 
overdrive all the time.”

standing next to his displays, and 
send copies to him at the post of- 
fice. They walk away with a smile, 
and maybe a better attitude. They 
write letters to him and his super- 
VISOrS. 

“T think it brightens the whole 
situation,” says Sandra Morris, the 
interim postmaster and officer in 
charge of the Greenbelt station. 
“It adds value to our customers’ 
experience here, takes them away 
from the long lines at least for a 
moment. I’m just overjoyed to 
have Michael do this.” 

Lucas has been working at the 
Greenbelt post office for 23 years. 
For the first half of that time he 
was a mail carrier, and at 43 he is 
as trim and fit as if he still walked 
miles every day. Now his duties 
include responsibility for the mer- 
chandise displays and the stamp 
machines, as well as direct cus- 
tomer service.

In adopting the current year’s 
budget, the City Council ap- 
proved the addition of four offic- 
ers to the force.

A Greenbelt Gardener

The days are longer, the sun 
is higher in the sky, the light is 
brighter, so it seems like garden- 
ing season should be here. In 
our area, April is the month of 
flowers and green leaves coming 
out, so soon it will happen. For 
now, however, the soil is warm- 
ing up from the winter cold and 
most plants won’t jump out into 
spring mode until it does. 

A few early season daffodils, 
such as “February Gold,” can be 
seen around the city. There are 
several hedgerows of forsythia 
around the city, including next to 
the Giant grocery store along 
Cherrywood Lane. This bright 
yellow shrub seems like the clas- 
sic sign of early spring. 

Work can be done in the gar- 
den and if done now, it will 
mean less to do during the height 
of the busy spring season. Gar- 
den beds can be cleaned off and 
soil prepared for planting. 

It is still too cold to plant the 
summer garden flowers. We will 
still have the chance of frost for 
weeks to come. For a splash of 
color, pansies are now being sold 
at garden stores. Pansies can 
survive a frosty night but will die 
off in the summer. 

This is one of the best times 
of year to plant or transplant pe- 
rennial flowers and herbs. Peren- 
nials come back year after year 
so they can be seen as a main- 
stay of the garden. Hardy peren- 
nials that have a good chance of 
surviving in the shady garden, 
even if you forget to water them, 
are: hosta, liriope, and lily of the 
valley.
